We need the money 
as badly as the gas folks.”’

“Be it enacted by the people of the State of 
Illinois, ‘represented in the General Assem- 
bly, that all gas companies, persons or asso- 
ciations engaged in manufacturing gas for 
public or private use in this State, who shall 
require any person, corporation, or associa- 
tion of persons to deposit any sum or sums 
of money with such gas company, person, or 
association, so furnishing gas, for any pur- 
pose whatever, such company, person, or 


association with whom such money may be 
deposited shall pay to the party making such 
| deposit, annually, interest on such deposit at 
the rate of five (5) per cent per annum.”

Swindles People in Denmark and 
Tries Same Game Here. 


ALL OF HIS SCHEMES FAIL. 


In Desperation Murders His Wife, Five 
Children, and Himself. 


BLAMES OTHERS FOR TROUBLES, 


Jens Hansen of No. 731 Sixty-first street 
murdered his family of six on Sunday night 
by turning on the gas after they retired and 
then took hisown life. He notified the police 
by letter of what he contemplated, but when 
they hurried to the house yesterday morning 
they found it full of gas and all the inmates 
dead. The murderer had been living under 
the name of Peter Hougaard, but was a 
fugitive from Danish justice, having 
swindled hig creditors out of $40,000 and 
fied to America. A letter written by the 
man’s wife to the Danish Vice+Consul Jan. 5 
indicates that she was not ignorant of her 
husband’s purpose. Other circumstances 
connected with the case would tend to show 
Hansen had probably been engaged in many 
crooked transactions since coming to Chi- 
cago, and had been made desperate by the 
failure of his schemes. While it was at 
first thought the deed was caused by desti- 
tution, investigation shows this was not en- 
tirely the case.

The Council had not been in session over 
fifteen minutes before Mayor Swift sent in 
the following veto: 
Mayor Swift’s Veto. 

The Mayor’s message vetoing the ordi- 
nance was as follows: 

“Chicago, Jan. 13.—To the Honorable the 
City Council of the City of Chicago—Gentle- 
men: I return herewith, without my ap- 
proval, an ordinance passed by your hon- 
orable body at its last meeting granting to 
the General Blectric railway company per- 
mission to construct, maintain, and repair 
lines of street railway tracks in certain 
streets therein mentioned. 

“The provisions of the ordinance are loose 
and inadequate for the proper protection of 
the city. Most, if not all, the usual re- 
quirements respecting the method of con- 
struction, maintenance, and repair seem to 
have been omitted, and the protective clauses 
which have been inserted are framed in lan- 
guage so general as to afford no satisfactory 
safeguards to the city. Overhead trolley 
lines coming into the down-town district are 
authorized in broad general language; privi- 
leges of great value are conferred, and no 
adequate compensation or protection to th. 
city is required. 

“T have reluctantly approved the introduc- 
tion of the overhead trolley system into the 
business district to a limited extent and 
under special conditions, because I could 
not see any way of preventing it, but Iam 
emphatically opposed to the overhead trolley 
in the business center of Chicago, and I do 
not intend to aid its extension there where I 
can help it. As before stated, the privileges 
conferred by this ordinance are of great 
value, and the compensation provided in the 
ordinance is altogether inadequate. The 
usual provision fér a car license fee has been 
wholly omitted. Viaduct approaghes and 
subways are permitted to be built in the 
streets, without any restrictions as to their 
location or construction. 

“The devious methods which have been 
pursued in connection with the ordinance 
are alone sufficient to condemn it. It isa 
substitute for an ordinance originally sought 
for an underground system of street rail- 
way propulsion. I believe underground sys- 


| tems can be successfully operated here, and 


that they are or soon will be commercially 
practicable. Our citizens generally look 
forward hopefully to the construction of 
such underground systems. When this orig- 
inal ordinance was sought its promoters 
loudly proclaimed they desired to establish 
such a system, and they invited and de- 
manded the confidence of the community 
and of property-owners along their pro- 
posed lines. A large number of the petitions 
for the ordinance contain an express condi- 
tion that the road shall be operated with an 
unde electrical system. Notwith- 
standing this condition an overhead trolley 
system has been substituted. This change 
in itself amounts to nothing less than a 
fraud upon the property-owners, who gave 
their signatures upon such condition. 

“The charters of the principal lines of 
street railways in this city expire in a few 


yeurs. Upon their expiration it will be prac- 
ticable to secure great advantages to the 


city for any renewal of them, such as lower

the pianist and his manager will recall with 
the greatest pleasure.

A few of its leaders were there—leaders 
who afe atquainted alike with the two 
worlds of music and fashion—but the rank 
and tile, who know the latter world aione, 
were absent. 

In the Audience. 

It was the first recital Paderewski ever 
gave in Chicago at which he played to rows 
of empty boxes and vacant seats, to peo- 
ple who did not from the start receive every 
number in breathless silence and at its con- 
clusion break into frantic applause. It was 
a small audience and, for an hour, a frigid 
one. But ten of the forty boxes were occu- 
pied and the last ten rows of seats on the 
main floor were empty. In the galleries were 
many musicians and in the foyer were hun- 
dreds more, who sent their applause down 
over the rows of deserted seats and up to 
the gilded dome at the climax of each se- 
lection. But the rich dilettanti were mostly 
not there. 

Long before the doors of the Auditorium 
were opened to admit the crowd the great 
vestibule was filled with a motley throng. 
Nuns in white bonnets and somber dress 
stood side by side with women in ermine 
and brilliantly hued gowns. Musicians el- 
bowed men of fashion. German priests and 
English ministers, rich and poor, were gath- 
ered there. : 

Worshipers from All Castes. 

It was a little world in itself, its castes dis- 
tinct. its members unknown to each other, 
yet all worshipers at the same shrine—the 
shrine of Paderewski. 

Later the lines of carriages and street cars 
brought their quota of music-lovers, who 
doffed their wraps or kept them on accord- 
ing as their dresses were gorgeous or plain, 
and then gave themselves up to the spell of 
the artist.

How the Women in the Audience Ex- 
pressed Their Feelings. 
Paderewski'’s feminine worshipers were 
present in full force to pay their homage to 
this magnetic Pole who has so completely 
captivated the hearts of certain classes of 

women. 

There seems to be no explanation of 
Paderewski'’s power over his hearers, yet he 
possesses some mysterious force which 
draws listeners out of their seats and which 
throws them into hysterical fits to an abso- 
lutely alarming extent. 

On the program the concert was described 
as the first of two piano-:recitals by Mr. 
Paderewski. 

What was not on the program, and which 
might well have been included, was “‘Three 


hours of Paderewski idolatry,” the cause. 


being a mystery which remains yet to be 
solved. 

Beyond doubt a certain kind of hypnotism 
plays a strong part in Paderewski's art, yet 
it is difficult to believe even hypnotism 
could stand sponsor for the extraordinary 
scene at the Auditorium. 

The Paderewski girl is not confined to any 
one type. She is in most cases pretty, well 
dressed, and as for age—well, it varies, for a 
woman Is as old as she looks, and enthusiasm 
fires even old blood, so it would be difficult 
to tell the Women’s ages. “

HIS NECK BROKEN IN AN ELEVATOR. 
Charles Cory Meets Sudden Death at 
Wellington Hotel. 

Charles Cory, colored elevator man at the 
Wellington Hotel, was caught between the 
car and the top of the doorway to the shaft 
on the ground fioor last evening and in- 

stantly killed. 

Cory was in the habit of starting the car 
and stepping into it while it was in motion. 

Last evening he started the car as usual, 
but was slow, and before he was entirely in- 
side the car his head was forced against the 
top of the doorway to the shaft. 

Cory’s neck was broken and he fell into 
the car dead. 

The hotel people notified Rolston’s morgue 
and the body was removed there. Cory was 
“6 years old, married, and lived at No. 3329 
State street. His wife is at present visiting 
in the South. 

John Wirkins, 29 years old, fell forty- 
eight feet down an elevator shaft and es- 
caped with a few broken bones. He is em- 
ployed by the Chicago Sugar Refinery, Beach 
and Taylor streets. He walked into the 
shaft at the fifth floor and fell to the second 
floor, where he struck on the roof of the 
car. His left hip was broken and his shoul- 
der blade fractured. 

John Corbett was struck by a Stock-Yards 
switch engine at Fortieth street yesterday 
and died at the County Hospital last night. 

Charles Hoff, the 2-year-old son of Mrs. 
Annie Hoff, was burned to death at 11 o'clock 
vesterday morning at his mother’s home, 
No. 177 Perry avenue. The child was play- 
ing near the kitchen stove, when his clothes 
caught fire, and he received burns which 
caused death in a short time. 

John Neill, employed at the Lipton pack- 
ing-house at the Stock-Yards, was fearfully 
burned yesterday by falling into a vat of 
boiling lard. He was removed to the Mercy 
Hospital, where the physicians say he will 
recover. 

Edward Murray, aged 14, No. 325 West 
Twentieth street, jumped on the inside step 
of the rear car of a Blue Island avenue train 
at Halsted and Van Buren streets. When 
Conductor Eppee made his appearance the 
boy jumped from the train and fell under 
the wheels of a coal wagon. At-the County 
Hospital it is thought he will die. 

Frank Forbes, aged 12, No. 2345 Indiana 
street, was seriously injured by a Cicero 
and Proviso electric car on West Forty- 
eighth street. Forbes and two other boys 
were playing in the street when the car 
struck Forbes. His skull was fractured, 
and he probably will die. 


SERIOUS RUNAWAY IN ROGERS PARK 


Driver Pickett and Motorman Rifter 
/ More. or Less Hurt. 

A team of horses drawing an express 
wagon belonging to L. Blanchard of Evans- 
ton ran away last evening on Clark street, 
near Homan avenue, Rogers Park. William 
Pickett, the driver, was thrown from his 
seat and badly hurt. ! 

At Pratt avenue the team collided with a 
south-bound electric car. The tongue of the 
wagon ran up over the dashboard and broke 
through the roof of the car. Motorman 
William Rifter was struck by the tongue. 
His fur overcoat was torn from his body 
and he was also badly bruised. 

The police found Driver Pickett lying un-

Her husband obtained work 
at his trade in Manchester, and little Emma 
was treated very kindly by the couple, the 
woman especially appearing to be wrapped 
up in the child. Something was done for 
the little girl in the way of an education, 
and the man and woman were apparently 
convinced they were perfectly secure in their 
possession of the child. 


Discovery at Last. 


Discovery came at last. The couple were 
located in Manchester and the parents of 
the child were communicated with. They 
promptly wrote a letter to Mrs. Ricker de- 
manding the girl. Mrs. Ricker replied, stat- 
ing she would send her to them on receipt 
of money to pay expenses, and Mr. Spear 
at once forwarded a check. 

Mrs. Spear was almost an invalid, having 
been completely prostrated by the loss of 
her child and having never regained her 
health.

MUST HAVE SETTLED GOVERNMENT. 


Wandering Habits of the ban Pa- 
triots Prevent Recognition. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[(Special.}]— 
There is excellent authority for the state- 
ment that President Cleveland and the ad- 
ministration generally favor the cause of 
the Cubans, but that the difficulty lies in 
there being no established government 
among the insurgents with which to treat. 
This has been the stumbling block not only 
with the President, but with members of 
Congress. The recent successes of the in- 
surgents have demonstrated that they hold 
a large part of the island, and on the ques- 
tion of territory there is no question now.

Workers have begun an investigation into | 


the way the Illinois Steel company is treat- 
ing its minor employés whose parents re- 
fuse to sign an agreement releasing the com- 
pany from all iiability in case the minor is 
injured in the works of the company. 

In the annual agreement of the Amalga- 
mated Association with the company there 


are besides the figures of the wage scale a 


number of paragraphs stating clearly in 
what respects the company shall control its 
men. One of the paragraphs states that a 


roller shall have absolute authority to hire | 


and discharge his helpers, and in conse- 
quence of this right he shall be held #e- 


sponsible for all work done by him and his | 


helpers. 

Notwithstanding this explicit part of the 
signed agreement between the association 
and the company several helpers under age, 
it is claimed, have been discharged by the 
company because the parents in each case 
would not sign the offensive contract by 
which the company sought to force them 
to give up virtually all legal rights over 
their children. 

Lodge No. 3 of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion has a member who was helper to a 
roller. The company notified the roller to 
discharge his helper, and he was compelled 
to do so. The lodge has taken the matter 
up and has appealed to the Mill committee 
for an investigation, claiming the company 
is violating its agreement with the associa- 
tion. The Mill committee notified the of- 
ficers of the company today there was a 
grievance which would have to be adjusted, 
and it will have a meeting with officials 
some time this week. After it investigates 
the affair, if it finds the claim of Lodge No. 
3 just, and the company refuses: to rectify 
matters, it will be referred to the District 
Board, and all the power of the Amalga- 
mated Association will be brought to bear 
on the company.

BAILEY GETS NO BENEFIT 


FUND RAISED TO HELP HIM MYSTE- 
RIOUSLY MISSING, 


Employes Under Former Custodian of 
Federal Building Raise Purse of 
$100, but He Says It Never Reached 
Him—Puzzling Question Now Is 
What Became of It-—Law Declares 
Position of Each One Who Sub- 
scribed to It Forfeited. 

Kindly charity hovered over the Postof- 
fice Building last Saturday and men and 
women in the employ of Uncle Sam put their 
hands down in their pockets. A purse of 
$109 was raised as a testimonial of regard 
for Michael Bailey, until lately custodian 
of the building. It was to have been pre- 
sented to Bailey, who is sick at home, Sat- 
urday evening. 

Yesterday it was given out by Bailey he 
was no richer than before the testimonial 
was raised. This immediately set inquiry 
agog as to what had become of the money. 

The engineers, elevator men, watchmen, 
workmen in general, and the scrubwomen 
are anxious to know. The former were as- 
sessed $5 each, it is said, and the scrubwom- 
en $1, while intermediate men say they 
put $2 each in the fund. It is the general 
belief Charles B. Quealey, electrician ofthe 
building, started the benevolence, and he 
was to have conveyed it to the custodian at 
his home. 

Receives No Present. 

“I have received no present of any kind 
from my associates at the postoffice,” said 
Mr. Bailey at his home last night. “Yes, 
I did hear some money was raised. John 
Gaston, the janitor, called here this evening 
and told me there was a story to that effect 
about the building. I understood him to Say 
he was not asked to share in the matter. 
He does not believe the laborers or scrub- 
women Were taxedanything. I donot know, 
however, any sum was raised at all. lam 
only saying what was told me.”’ 

‘Would you accept it if presented to you?” 
the custodian was a@ked. 

“O, 1 suppose I would. One appreciates 
friendly interest, you know.” 

“Don’t you know the Federal statutes for- 
bid officials receiving gifts from subordi- 
nates”?’’ 

‘That would alter my opinion, then,” said 
the ex-custodisan. “You see, I have’ been 
sick. I have not been around the office much 
lately. But Il am going down in the morning 
and willinvestigate the matter.’’ 3 

Ugly Things Said. 

Ugly things were being said by the em- 
ployés in an undertone yesterday. Some of 
the bolder ones declared the whole thing 
had been a “shakedown,” and protested it 
was a shame to levy a tax upon the scrub- 
women. One or two said they thought ita 
Shame to use the name of Mike Bailey in 
raising the purse, whatever became of it.

A hush fell over the Postoffice folk when 
some one produced the Federal law against 
making gifts to officials. No one would say 
anything further about Bailey's benefit. 

Law in the Case. 

The law declares the job of each one who 
violates it forfeited. It reads: 

‘*No officer, clerk, or employéin the United 
States Government employ shallat any time 
solicit contributions for other officers, clerks, 
or employés in the government service for 
a gift or present to those in a superior offi- 
cial position. Nor shall any such official or 
clerica! superior receive any gift or present 
offered or presented to them as a contribu- 
tion from persons in the government employ 
receiving a less salary than themselves, 
nor shall any officer or clerk make any dona- 
tion as a gift or present to any official su- 
perior. Every person who violates this stat- 
ute shall be summarily discharged from the 
employ of the government.”

In Justice Underwood’s court yesterday 
Isaac D. Kramer, the wall paper dealer, 
charged by the police with trying to burn 
the Marathon flat building, Nos. 2312 to 2316 
Cottage Grove avenue, secured a contin- 
uance to Jan. His bond was fixed at 
$2,000. 
| Fire Inspector Conway and Marshal 
| Townsend went to Kramer's store, No. 2314 
Cottage Grove avenue, at noon and carefully 
looked over the situation. Everything, it 
was agreed, went to confirm the opinion 
arson was plotted. Concluding some pre- 
cautions were needed for the ordinary safe- 
ty of the building, Marshai Townsend or- 
dered a general clearing up about the prem- 
ises. Piles of pine boxes on the rear porches 
and a lot of other inflammable stuff were re- 
moved. 
~* Lieut. Thomas of the Cottage Grove Ave- 
nue Station reviewed the evidence with In- 
spector Conway. In Kramer’s safe was 
found a newly-made inventory of hfs stock, 
written in lead pencil, which footed up 
$6,210. Against this total he carried insur- 
ance for $5,500. 

“We did not find the stock of white leads, 
oils, and other stuff set down in the in- 
ventory,” Lieut. Thomas said, ‘‘and for the 
most part that end of the business was rep- 
resented by empty barrels. We also believe 
there is not nearly a $4,500 stock of wall 
paper on hand, although that will be left to 
experts. 

“‘Kramer has had two other fires in his 
business career. In 1892 people broke in his 
front window and extinguished a blazeina 
box of sawdust saturated with oil. He ac- 
counted for that as spontaneous combustion. 
Again there was a small fire in his wall paper 
store on the site of the Lexington Hotel.”’ 

Kramer’s friends and neighbors are loyal 
to him and scout the suspicions against him. 
They say he is too honest and humane to 
think of such business. It is suggested by 
some, to account for the attempted arson, 
that Janitor Eisle may have been the in- 
tended victim, his flat being just over the 
storeroom. A short while ago he incurred 
the enmity of some occupants of the building 
by having them rejected, and retaliation is 
hinted at. The pelice say this is puerile.

to celebrate its fiftieth birthday asa Staté. 

The convention will be in the nature ofa 
conference rather thana regular convention, 

Mayor John G. Koch, F. C. Isenning, Chair- 
man of the County Board: John E. Hansen, 
President of the Merchants’ and Manu-, 
facturers’ Association, and Cassius M. 
Paine, President of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, have issued a call to the counties and 
cities of the State, and to all public or semi- 
public organizations, to send delegates. 


Ideas to Be Advanced. 

Ideas and suggestions as to the character 
which the celebration should assume have 
poured in ever since the issuance of the 
call. They are as varied as they are numer- 
ous, but they all contain the central idea of 
a& monster exposition on a plan similar to 
that of the Atlanta exposition. 

The coriference on Wednesday will con- 
sider all of the plans which any of the dele- 
gates have to propose. 

There has been no program or plan of or- 
ganization determined on for the meeting 
except that the gathering will be called to 
order at 2:30 o’clock by President Hansen 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, and short addresses of welcome 
will be delivered by Gov. W. H. Upham and 
Mayor John C. Koch. | 

It is expected there will be considerable 
of a fight over the organization of the con- 
vention. It is conceded ,that the office of 
either Chairman or Secretary must come to 
Milwaukee. There is a faction. claiming the 
Chairman should come from, the interior, 
and the names of Thomas M. Blackstock 
of Sheboygan and State Senator J. H. Stout 
of Menominee have been mentioned.

If the ex- 
position is located here the State Fair 
grounds will be the location. 


Northwest to Be Invited. 

All of the plans which have been suggest- 
ed thus far have for their central idea a 
mammoth display of all of the varied re- 
sources of the State, with a special refer- 
ence to the development ®&f the central and 
northern sections of the State. Besides this 
it is proposed to make the exposition not 
only show the resources of Wisconsin, but 
also of the great Northwest. Minnesota, 
the Dakotas, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, and 
Michigan, it is thought may be induced to 
participate in the proposed exposition. It is 
also believed that an exposition in Milwau- 
kee could be made more profitable than the 
exposition at Atlanta, as there is a much 
more populous territory from which to draw 
support. Chicago, which, under ordinary 
circumstances, sends here 5,000 excursionists 
a day during the summer months, could 
with such an attraction be counted on to 
send double that number.

OHIO HAS A NEW RULER. 


GOV. ASA S. BUSHNELL INAUGURATED 
AT COLUMBUS. 


Thousands of People Assemble to See 
the Installation of the New Chief 
Executive—Cheers for the Retiring 
Governor, William McKinley—Much 


Enthusiasm Displayed—Long Pa- 
rade of Civic and Military Organ- 


zations—Bushnell’s Address. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 13.—[{Special.]}—A clear 
sky, air that hovered near the frost line, 
thousands of happy Republicans, the largest 
crowd that ever saw an inauguration in 
Ohio, every detail of an elaborate program 
carried out to the letter were the salient 
features of the installation of Gov. Bushnell 
today. Flags fluttered from hundreds of 
business houses along the line of march and 
enthusiasm ruled. 

Bushnell in the Gubernatorial chair, For- 
aker with a Senator’s commission, and Mc- 
Kinley in full hunt for the Presidential 
nomination, such is the picture to follow the 
brilliant kaleidoscope of today. 

The crowd present was estimated at not 
less than 45,000 people, representing every 
portion of the State. According to the pro- 
gram of arrangements agreed upon by Sen- 
ate and House the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, the State officers, and the officers- 
elect assembled in the Senate chamber at 
11 o’clock and proceeded to the inaugural 
stand in the following order:

On the 
steps leading to the House and Senate and 
the space in front of the Senate and House 
was to be seen a pushing, surging mass of 
humanity, while the east and west side en- 
trances to the Capitol Building were 
literally packed. The committee appointed 
to meet Gov. McKinley and Governor- elect 
Bushnell at the Chittenden and escort them 
to the place of inauguration left the State 
House at 11:40. :

One of the propositions which will doubtless 
be advanced is that of local option or home 
rule in taxation, which contemplates that 
counties shalé provide their own system of

Avoid Double Taxation. 


Double taxation should be avoided and al! 
laws that tend to drive business energy and 
capital from Ohio to enrich other States at 
our expense should be repealed, our system 
of taxation should, while producing suffi- 
cient revenue, so distribute and lighten the 
burden as to retain and attract capital to be 
employed by our own people.”’ 

The Governor recommends the appoint- 
ment of a purchasing board, which shall buy 
after due advertisement under competitive 
bids all the goods required for the various in- 
Stitutions of the State, and says:

Anything—any employ- 
inent—is preferable to the state of idleness 
in which we now find so many of these con- 
victs.”’ 

After summarizing the report of the Audi- 
tor of State the Governor says: 

‘Believing that the best interests of the 
people would be subserved if a limitation 
was placed upon local tdebtedness, I rec- 
ommend to the General Assembly such a law 
as will limit the local indebtedness of coun- 
ties, cities, villages, townships, and school 
districts to 10 per cent of the tax duplicate. 

“The subject of mandatory legislation is 
one which demands attention at your hands. 
Hleretofore communities have been afflicted 
seriously by so-called mandatory laws, and 
the taxpayers have been called upon to meet 
expenses imposed by local improvements, 
which were ordered, in some instances, per- 
haps, in defiance of the wish and will of the 
people concerned.”’ 

Favors Biennial Sessions. 

The evils resulting from too frequent ses- 
sions of the Legislature are. set forth and 
many cogent arguments adduced in favor 
of biennial meetings. Gov. Bushnell then 
heartily advocutes the cause of the farmer 
and the laborer, saying: 

‘‘Too much attention cannot be paid to ag- 
riculture, and too much care and considera- 
tion cannot be accorded to the interests of 
the farmer, and I cordially and heartily 
recommend to the members of the General 
Assembly such study of the many problems 
affecting labor as will bring to the thirty 
thousand miners and the hundreds of thou- 
sands of other laborers the prospect of ad- 
vancement and material good.”

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13,—[Special.]— 
Squire Woodman introduced a,measure in 
-¢he House today which he thinks will meet 
gil the requiremedts for the proper protec- 
tion of this county. His idea is to provide 
coast defenses for the sea and lake ports of 
the United States, and $100,000,000 are to be 
get apart for this purpose. This proposition 
#iffers from the bill of Senator Squire be- 
cause it suggests a Fortification Board of six 
members to carry out the details in the event 
pf the bill becoming a law. The text of the 
measure is as follows: 

“Sec. 1. That for the purpose of estab- 
Jishing fortifications and other defenses for 
the adequate protection of the coast cities 
of the United States there be, and is hereby 
appropriated out of any moneys in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the 
sum of $100,000,000, the whole or any part 
thereof to be immediately available if so or- 
dered by the President. 

“Sec. 2. That there be, and hereby is, cre- 
ate a board, to be known as the ‘Board of 
Fortifications,’ which shall consist of six 
members in addition:to the Secretary of 

‘War, who shall be ex-officio Chairman of 
gaid board; two of the members shall be offi- 
cers of the army, whe shall be dedicated for 
duty on said board; the remaining four mem- 
bers shall be civilians, and of said civilians 
one shall be an engineer and one an attor- 
ney-at-law; the members of said board shal! 

“he appointed and detailed respectively by the 
President, with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, and shall hold office until their 
guccessors are duly appointed and qualified; 
those members not officials of the United 
Gtates shall each“receive salaries of $7,500 
a year. Said board shall have full power, 
with the consent of the President, to cause 
the necessary surveys to be made at or near 
the ports hereinafter mentioned, and at such 
other points as they may deem advisable or 
as they may be directed by the President or 
by Congress. Said board shall also cause

"Sec, 3. That said appropriation shall he

and for the fiscal years ending June 30, 18%, 
yam, and 1901, $25,000,000 each year. Said 
yums may be expended under direction of 
the Secretary of War, as recommended by 
gaid Board of Fortifications.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.|— 

Mrs. Hdward Roby of Chicago, who has been

-. do place ourselves on record in favor of ar- 
bitration to sustain the Monroe doctrine, 
and we believe it can be happily settied. 

“Resolved, That we, as women of America

DEPOSITING GOLD TO BUY BONDS. 


Reserve Shows Steady Diminuation, 
Though Not in Great Aniounts. 

New York, Jan. 13.—The total deposits of 
gold at the Subtreasury today amounted to 
$1,700,000 in American gold coin, and, in ad- 
dition, there was deposited at the assay 
office $700,000 in gold bars and foreign—a 
total of $2,400,000. All of the gold had been 
imported, and in no single instance were 
greenbacks taken in exchange. The pre- 
sumption is that the various amounts will 
be used to pay for subscriptions to the new 
government loan. 

The gold was deposited for examination 

and receipts were given for it. Only United 
States gold coin is received at the Subtreas- 
ury, and no charge is made for examination. 
Foreign gold coin and bars are received at 
the assay office, subject to the usual charge 
for treatment and mintage. 
mi withdrawal was made today from the 
Subtreasury of $500,000 in gold coin. There 
was some contention whether or not the 
amount taken out figured- against the Treas- 
ury reserve, as it was claimed that the gold 
was part of a sum deposited last week for 
examination by a firm of bullion brokers. 
it is understood that the gold was finally 
deposited in the Bank of New York. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—The Treasury 
today lost $637,000 in gold coin and bars, 
which reduces the amount of the gold re- 
serve to $55,469,971.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—The House, 
after devoting an hour to the consideration 
of business reported from the District of 
Columbia committee today, took up the pen- 
S10n appropriation bill.

W. A. Stone of 
Pennsylvania, in charge of the bill, ex- 
plained its provisions; Mr. Graff of Illinois 
offered the amendment abandoned by the 
committee inhibiting the suspension of pen- 
sions for fraud until the fraud had been 
in a United States court, and Mr. 
Rartlett of New York opposed the proposed 
extension of the dependent act of 1890 by the 
removal of the inhibition of widows’ pen- 
sions until they had proved their dependence 
upon their daily labor for support. He es- 
timated that the proposed extension would 
add 50,000 names to the pension rolls. 


MR. FRYE FOR PRESIDENT PRO TEM. 


Republicans Decide to Defer Training 
the Other Senate Oflicials. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—The Repub- 
lican Senators held a brief caucus after the 
adjournment of the Senate today and decided 
that in case the emergency should arise they 
would support Senator Fry for President pro 
tem. of the Senate. It was suggested as 
probable that the Vice-President might un- 
expectedly be absent at some time, and in 
that event it would be well for the Republic- 
ans to be prepared for the occasion. No vote 
was taken, but the suggestion met with 
unanimous favor.

ILLINOIS MEN TO ACT IN CONCERT. 


Calumet Harbor and New Postoffice 
Will Receive Due Consideration. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.]|— 
Members of the Illinois delegation propose 
to hold a conference as soon, as all their 
number are in the city for the purpose of 
coming to an agreement as to the needs of 
the State at the hands of the Fifty-fourth 
Congress. Particular attention will be paid, 
however, to Chicago’s public building and 
the improvement of the harbor at Calumet. 
There is no disposifion to have a clash of 
interests, but concerted action for the gen- 
eral welfare is to be the rule. 


INTERNATIONAL AMERICAN BANK, 


Argument Made in Favor of It Before 
Congressional Committee. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—The House 
Committee on Banking and Currency today 
considered the project for an international 
American bank, which was one of the rec- 
ommendations of the Pan-American Con- 
gress, and was largely the idea of the late 
James G. Blaine. Among the would-be in- 
corporators are Cornelius,Bliss and Charles 
R. Flint of New York, T. Jefferson Coolidge, 
Andrew Carnegie, J. 8S. Clarkson, P. D. Ar- 
mour, and M. M. Estes of California. The 
bill puts the capital stock at $5,000,000, and 
authorizes the. bank to act as the financiai 
agent of any government, State, municipal- 
ity, or corporation, to handle bonds, etc., 
but bars it from issuing notes to circulate as 

money in the United States. 

Controller Eckels addressed the commit- 
tee, stating that he favored the establish- 
ment of such a bank under proper restric- 
tions. It would give the United States, he 
said, cheaper exchange with South American 
republics, and enable it to compete suc- 
cessfully with European merchants and 
manufacturers. All South American ex- 
change is now handled through London and 
other European centers, and a small saving 
in exchange often determined who should 

e business of a country. 

Oe he International Bank, he thought, shoufd 
not be permitted to issue circulation in the 
I'nited States, and it should be under such 
restrictions that it would not be given an 
advantage over other banks under govern- 
mental control in case it should decide to do 
all its business in the United States.

Judge Hanecy Appoints a Receiver at 
Request of Senior Partner. 


Judge Hanecy yesterday appointed a re-. 


ceiver for the firm of Joseph & Hofheimer, 
dealers in silverware, on a bill filed by 
Joseph. The complainant showed that the 
partnership was formed April 15 last as 
‘he Meriden Manufacturing company.” 
Joseph said he has contributed $4,375 and 
the defendant only $425. 

The concern, according to the complain- 
ant, has accounts receivable amounting to 
$2,700, and there is in bank $2,700.

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NOW OUT OF THE CHURCH. 


ACTION TAKEN REGARDING THE 
PREACHER SALOONKEEPER. 


The Rev. Julius Feicke Finds a Sa- 
loon More Profitable than a Pulpit 
at $700 a Year—Is Now Making 
$2,000 a Year, but Notwithstanding 
His Church Relations Are Severed 
Will Preach Again if He Can Get a 
$1,200 Pastorate, 

New York, Jan. 13.—[{Special.]—The Rey. 
Julius Feicke of. Hoboken may now mix 
cocktails without further fear of interfer-’ 
ence from high church authorities. The 
South Bergen legislative body of the Re- 
formed Church met today and voted solidly 
against the proprietor of the ecclesiastical 
saloon. 

“Ganz gut!” was Mr. Feicke’s good- 
humored comment, and he announced that 
he would continue the management of his 
saloon, because it was more profitable than 
preaching the gospel at $700a year, with five 
children to support. 

When Mr. Feicke opened the saloon in No- 
vember there was a great scandal in the 
church. Although he had resigned the pas- 
torate of the Monmouth German Lutheran 
Church the church refused to accept his res- 
ignation on the ground that he should be 
disciplined. He disregarded all orders to ap- 
pear before that body and explain. He 
simply said he was out of the church for 
good and that all who wished for his reasons 
could come to ‘‘Feicke’s place’”’ and listen to 
explanations over the bar. 

Meanwhile his friends said their beloved 
pastor would show how a saloon could be 
run on the principles of broad Christianity. 
For weeks a stream of people moved to that 
corner to witness the novel sight of a schol- 
arly looking, gold-spectacled clergyman 
wearing a white apron behind the bar and 
drawing quarts of “‘mixed’’ ale for thirsty 
workmen in the neighborhood. Finally the 
rush became so great that Feicke’s young 
Bon Was enlisted behind the bar to learn the 
trade. Then the church authorities served 
notice upon Mr. Feicke that if he did not 
appear at the next meeting they would dis- 
pose of the case precisely as though he were 
present. Mr. Feicke decided to respond. 

Mr. Feicke pleaded guilty to the charge 
of keeping a saloon, but denied the charge of 
engaging in a scandalous traffic. The au- 
thorities went into executive session and re- 
ported an hour later that by a unanimous 
vote Mr. Feicke had been suspended. This 
was less severe than he had expected, and 
he was very much pleased. 

Mr. Feicke told a reporter he was making 
$2,000 a year out of the saloon and would 
not apply for a return until he could geta 
pastorate with $1,200 a year. 


INTERESTED IN BALTIMORE & OHIO. 
Important Rumor That J. Pierpont 
Morgan Does Not Deny. 

New York, Jan. 13.—The report today that 
J. P. Mérgan & Co., who are financially in- 
terested in the Reading railroad, had be- 
come interested in the Baltimore and Ohio 
cave rise to the belief that the finances of the 
ERaltimore and Ohio, the Reading, the Jersey 
Central, and other roads have passed under 
the control of a syndicate of bankers who 
will in the future manage the roads ina 

single interest. 

J. Pierpont Morgan today inferentially 
confirmed the report that J. P. Morgan & 
Co. had become interested in the Baltimore 
and Ohio. When asked by a reporter if the 
report were true he said: “If we were to 
become financially interested I would say 
nothing about it. I have nothing to say.’’ 

Mr. Morgan declined to admit that his re- 
ply was equivalent to saying that he was in- 
terested financially in the road. In fact, 
the belief that Morgan & Co. are backing 
the reorganized Baltimore and Ohio is gen- 
erally entertained. Because of that belief 


the prediction has been made that Samuel | 


Spencer, President of the Southern rail- 
road, would be made President of the Balti- 
more and Ohio. 

When asked on this point Mr. Morgan said: 
“T think Mr. Spencer has his hands full in 
the Southern road.”’ 

The directors of the Baltimore and Ohio 
will meet on Wednesday for the purpose of 
electing a Chairman and to fill the vacancy 
in the board caused by the resignation last 
week of Francis Burns. While a Chairman 
may not le elected at this meeting, it is gen- 
erally understood that Eugene Delano of the 
banking firm of Brown Bros. will be elected 
a director in place of Mr. Burns.

So numbers of indignant tax-payers go to 
the City Hall to find out what this increase 
means, and also why it is that the munici- 
pal authorities are asking for more money 
when the swollen tax bills show that much 
more money is being collected for some 
purpose. : . 

Tue Trrpune has explained these points 
on two or three occasions. It will do so 
again, hoping that what it has to say now 
will be read and studied by the tax-payers. 

They cannot have forgotten that a year 
ago the members of the Drainage Board 
told the Legislature that work would have 
to be stopped on the channel they are con- 
structing unless they were empowered to 
levy a tax of more than one-half of 1 per 
cent. They said they had expected that 
that would suffice, but the assessment did 
not advance with increasing population, as 
they supposed it would, but decreased. So 
they asked to be allowed to levy 1 per cent 
additional for three years to complete the 
work. Permission to do this was given 
them. So the drainage tax is three times 
heavier for 1895 than for 1894. The addi- 
tional 1 per cent will produce about two and 
a quarter millions, of which every tax- 
payer in the district'will have to pay his 
share. Of the 28 or 20 per cent advance in 
taxes over 10 per cent is on account of the 
Drainage Channel. 

Then the school taxes are nearly 1 per 
cent higher for 1895 than for 1894. The 
Beard of Education saw fit to build some 
costly schoolhouses and buy a number of 
expensive school sites. So it levied a higher 
tax rate and is going to collect about two 
millions more than for the preceding year, 
It has not yet reached the limit of its tax- 
ing power and may want still more money 
next year. It is going to get about 10 per 
cent of the 28 per cent advance the tax- 
payers complain of. 

*’ The Democratic Legislature of 1893 made 
big appropriations and levied a low tax. 
That caused a deficiency which the present 
Legislature had to take care of by adding 
one-fifth of 1 per cent to the State tax. 
That, with the increased park taxes, which 


are specially heavy on the West Side, ac- |

SPAIN MUST NOT SELL CUBA. 

It was. stated in thé Washington dis- 
patches of THe Trieune yesterday that— 

According to the secret agents of the Cuban gov- 
ernment Spain is at the end of its resources and 
will have to suspend specie payments entirely 
within the next thirty days. With bankruptey 
staring it in the face Spain, it is said, made a 
proposition to Great Britain to buy the Island of 
Cuba. Lord Salisbury, it is intimated, according 
to Cuban authority, sounded the United States on 
the subject, and the reply was President Cleve- 
land’s vigorous enunciation of the Monroe doctrine. 

It is not impossible that this report is 
true, but the probabilities are againstit. If 
Spain were to look at the matter from a 
purely business point of view she would 
sell the island at‘once to the highest bidder. 
It has ceased to be an income producer and 
has become a source of expense. The de- 
structive raids of the insurgents have made 
any 
money out of Cuba until the revolutionists 
are subjugated. And if that were to be ac- 
complished another and more serious ye- 
bellion would break out speedily. 

But the Spaniards are obstinate and 
proud. They cling to Cuba so firmly be- 
cause it is the last of their American pos- 
sessions. Years ago this country offered 
them a hundred millions for the island, 
and they refused the offer scornfully. They 
seemed to look on it as an intolerable in- 
sult. 

If, however, Spain is trying to dispose of 
the island to England or any other Euro- 
pean power, then the duty of the United 
States under the Monroe doctrine is too 
plain for argument. This country will say 
that no such transfer can be made until the 
United States has been whipped into sub- 
mission. 

If Spain were negotiating now with En- 
gland for the sale of Cuba the United States 
would say that it cannot permit the million 
and a half inhabitants of that island to be 
sold like cattle by one European power to 
another. It would say thht most of the 
Cubans who are able to bear arms are fight- 
‘ing to secure their independence and that 

hey must not be thwarted therein by being 
handed over like chattels to a stronger 
Luropean power than Spain.

No 
such arrangement has been suggested, how- 
ever, and Mexico is probably the only 
American country, except the United 
States, the Cubans would be willing to be 
annexed to, 

Perhaps European powers understand al- 
ready—if not, the sooner they do so the bet- 
ter—that they will not be allowed to acquire 
American territory, either by force, by 
purchase, or by gift. And they ought to 
understand that when the citizens of any 
of whatever American colonies they have 
wint to be freed from their dependent 
state it will be cheaper to let them go at 
once, for in the end the United States will 
demand and secure their freedom. 
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ENGLAND’S CHAMPIONSHIP OF THE MON- 
ROE DOCTRINE. 

The wisdom of the President in recom- 
mending to Congress the appointment of 
a commission with authority to determine 
the true boundary line between British 
Guiana and Venezuela and affirming the 
validity of the Monroe doctrine and the 
wisdom of Congress in promptly indorsing 
the President are already beginning to be 
vindicated. In delving among the archives 
and antiquarian stores of the government 
for materials which may aid the commis- 
sion in its work a most important discovery 
has been made which completely disproves 
the Marquis of Salisbury’s contention that 
the people of England have never recog- 
nized the Monroe doctrine. 

The discovery consists of clippings from 
half a dozen English papers, including the 
London Times and journals representing 
loth popular and government opinion, 
printed in 1823 and immediately following 
President Monroe’s enunciation of the doc- 
trine in his famous message, elicited by the 
preparations of France and 
nental nations to make conquests in South 
America. These papers unanimously in- 
dorse the Monroe doctrine, and even go to 
the extent of pledging England to help in its 
enforcement. They serve notice upon the 
continental nations that they cannot risk a 
war with the United States, in which the 
good wishes of Great Britain would be 
upon the side of the latter. They pronounce 
the doctrine a noble and firm, yet temperate 
and pacific, utterance. They declare there 
is no diversity of opinion about it in In- 
gland.

DO NOT WANT A TROLLEY LINE. 
California Avenue Residents Revoke 
Their Consents. 

California avenue property-owners do not 
want a cross-town trolley line on that street. 
A majority of the business-men whose con- 
sents were originally secured by agents of 
West Chicago Street railroad company have 
signed revocations. At a meeting of the 
Property-Owners committee and a repre- 
sentative of the railroad company yester- 
day for the purpose of settling differences, 
the street car officials agreed to build the 
road across the Northwestern tracks as far 
north as Chicago avenue.

The public was led te expect a character 


study in Frank Mayo’s dramatization of 


Mark Twain’s ‘“‘Pudd’nhead Wilson,” and it 
finds that play, which is now offered by Mc- 
Vicker’s Theater, to be a melodrama, that is 
to say, a drama which bases its claims to at- 
tention upon incidents and plot instead of 
upon character. There is disappointment in 
the discovery’ and disappointment cannot 
fail of creating resentment? so that if ‘‘Pud- 
d’nhead Wilson” should prove a. failure, 
which seems probable, the responsibility 
must rest upon the management, not upon 
author or actors. Very likely the backers of 
the venture will learn before long that it 
does.not pay in the theater better than else- 
where to attract attention under false pre- 
tenses. 

For ordinary melodrama “Pudd'nhead 
Wilson” is; melodrama and nothing more 
Not very good melodrama, either; based 
upon the old, old complication which Gilbert 
treated humorously in “‘Pinafore.”’ Thereis 
no little Little Buttercup in ‘‘Pudd’nhead 
Wilson,”’ but the babies have been mixed up 
without her intervention, and one of them, 
a Caucasian, is a slave, and the other,a 
negro, is her cruel and otherwise disagree- 
able proprietor. The scene, it should be 
premised for the benefit of those whose 
sagacity or good luck prevented them from 
reading the novel when it was magazined 
in the Century, is a Missouri town on the 
Mississippi River; the time is 1859, except 
during the prologue, which is laid in 1836. 


Of course the masquerading master mal- 


treats the unjustly bound slave and does his 
level best to convict her of the crime of 
theft, with which she is untruly charged. 
But it all comes out right in the end; not, 
however, without a good deal of agony. 
The deue ex machina is due to a variation 
of the older methods of melodrama. No- 
body confesses, nobody who has been .in- 
disposed or blind or delirious for three or 
four acts turns up and says he (or she) was 
“passing that way’’ on the night in question

After the last number the women became 
thoroughliy uncontroliabie. 

Handkerchiefs fluttered from the boxes 
and throughout the house. Hands were 
used to throw kisses and any who could get 
near the platform, which held the piano, 
threw themselves upon it or tried at least to 
touch it. 

Paderewski was not only the producer of 
a piano symphony, but managed to extract 
an excellent ‘‘extra’’ from the audience, 
which gave forth a continuous symphony of 
sighs, moans, sobs, and exclamations. 

Paderewski worship seems to be a revel 
of the emotions produced by the action of 
harmony upon the nervous forces of certain 
classes of women. 


PROGRESS OF THE FIRST RECITAL. 


Audience *at the Start Unresponsive, 
at Last Re-enthrones Its Idol. 

The samé quiet manner of coming on the 
stage marked the entrance of Paderewski 
after more than two years of absence. 
From the opening chords of the program 
until its finish he remained completely ab- 
sorbed in the work of the moment and for- 
getful of everything else. Even the cough- 
ing in the audience, which grew most violent 
during pianissimo passages, until it sounded 
like the pulmonary ward in a hospital or the 
result of the magic fire scene in ‘* Walkiire,”’ 
had no effect. 

For the first half of the concert the audi- 
ence remained singularly irresponsive. There 
was mild applause of welcome, and the 
Brahms, Beethoven, and Schumann were 
well received, but not with the abandon that 
evidenced itself after the Chopin numbers 
and continued to increase with the progress 


of the program. When it was completed 


there remained no shadow of doubt the idol 
was again fully installed upon his pedestal. 

Two encores given after the final number, 
noted for performance, accentuated the 
event. The first of these, the Schubert-Liszt 
‘‘ Hark, Hark, the Lark,’’ was succeeded by 
the pianist’s own minuet, which, from the 
number of times he has had to play it possi- 
bly causes him regret that he ever composed. 
But its place in the affections of his admirers 
appears as unassailable as formerly and the 
major portion of the audience that remained 
to hear it burst into hearty applause at sound 
ot the first notes and gave indication of re- 
maining indefinitely, possibly with the hope 
that he might have another in reserve. 

Paderewski’s Technic. 

Paderewski returns the same eminent 
artist, with the same prodigious technic, and 
the same unapproachable elaboration in de- 
tail of phrasing. He is above allan imagina- 
tive artist. Noman can get out of an instru- 
ment more than there is in him individually. 
And in magical lights and shadows, and in 
color effects, Paderewski must be acknowl- 
edged as preéminent of resource. 

lie .is a singularly quiet player in manner. 
Exceedingly different from the endless pro- 
cession of handkerchief-bearing artists who 
impress one that they have got their concert- 
room manners from witnessing a perform- 
ance of “Othello.” Beyond a slight bowing 
of the head, or swaying of the body in 
rhythm, he sits erect, quiet, centered in his 
perfomance, and carries his hearers through 
his own self-forgetfulness. 

liis face is of unusual repose in expres- 
sion. He appeared interested always, ex- 
cepting, perhaps, in the Rubinstein Waltz 
Caprice, which he played yesterday in an 
excessive tempo, and with a carelessness 
that even Paderewski should not too fre- 
quently allow himself. 

Beethoven's D minor sonata, op. 31, No. 2, 
was given with fine appreciation and from 
the point of view that colors Paderewski’s 
interpretations. The romantic is brought 
out in all his undertakings. To accept him in 
the broadly classic gense one would not as- 
suredly hesitate. That for which Paderew- 
ski stands in his art is the essentially hu- 
man. It is of an unmistakable significance 
to his audience. There is apparently with 
them always a picture suggested, and one 
that appeals directly and sympathetically. 

Magic of Chopin. 


But through his Chopin performances it fs 
thatehe obtains his strongest hold. With 
the G major Nocturne, op. 37, No. 2, there 
came the first enthusiastic note of apprecia- 
tion. It was a number quieter, more subtle 
in delivery than things that had preceded 
it in the program. humann’s Carnaval 
that had yee before was given with warmth 
and careful elegance of finish. But the true 
note of Paderewski's temperament found 
yent in the Chopin. The seventh of the 
same composer's Etudes of op. 25, in C 
sharp minor, was one of his most admira- 


ble accomplishments. The two succeeding 


ones, Nos. 8 and 9, the latter granted a 
pepetition, completed the group. 
he Chopin-Liszt Chants Polonais led up 
admirably to the virtuose part of the con- 
cert, in which the pianist’s own Cracovienne 
Fantastique formed an attractive selection. 
Listz’s Etudes in F minor, No. 2, and the 
same com ’s Rhapsodie allowed the 
technical display demanded by convention 
at the close of a concert. 


The second of the Paderewski recitals at. 


the Auditorium will take place tomorrow 
afternoon, when the following program will 
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and witnessed the proceedings. No; 
“Pudd’nhead” \Vilson, a kind of Mr. Dick, 
whose hobby is not King Charles’ head, but 
the thumbprints of the population, proves 
conclusively that the villain committed the 
crime and that the heroine is innocent. 
Rather cheap and tawdry, all this, and 
not well designed to make much of an im- 
pression; and the more irritating because it 
is apparent how vigorous and powerful a 
character might have been manufactured 
from the materials. In the play, ‘“‘Puddin- 
head,” Wilson, the simple-hearted, kindly, 
philsophical country lawyer, “who never 
had a case,”’ is ruthlessly subordinated to 
the utterly common-place sufferings of an 
uninteresting Adelphi heroine. This is very 
modest and self-sacrificing of Mr. Mayo, 
who made the play, and acts the rdéle of 
*“Pudd’nhead,’’ and was to have been expect- 
edofa man of his well-known character; but 
it does not contribute nearly so much to the 


public pleasure as another and more artistic - 


course would have done. 

It is not to be denied that some of the 
scenes of the play possess a certain interest; 
but that interest derives from the same 
source which makes ‘‘Monsieur Lecocq’’ one 
of the most fascinating of narratives. 
“Pudd’nhead Wilson’’ is therefore to be 
classed with ‘“The Cotton King” instead of 
with “‘Rip Van Winkle’’ and “*The Old Home- 
stead’’ and “Shore Acreés.”” The scenery is 
handsome and the costumes, which, it can 
well be believed, were designed from pictures 
of those in style thirty-odd years ago, are 
quaint and picturesque. Of the company it 
must be said that it is uniformly excellent.

A crowded .anudience welcomed Nat Good- 
win with hearty applause when, in the char- 
acter of Senator Obadiah Beck in Henry 
Guy Carleton’s new play, ‘“‘Ambition,”’ he 


appeared on the stage of Hooley’s Theater. 


It became interested at once in this smooth- 
shaven, gray-haired, refined-looking states- 
man with his likeness to Senator Gorman, 
and for three hours that were all too short 
it watched him fighting for love and honor, 
sometimes against heavy odds, but always 
cool and ready and eventually triumphant. 

Senator Beck is deeply concerned for th 
struggling patriots of Cuba and has intro- 
duced into the Senate wu bill calculated to 
render them great material service. Op- 
posed to him is Senator Marion, who looks 


“as much as possible and is as little as possi- } 


ble like Senator Allison. 

For Senator Marion was a drunkard raised 
from the gutter to the Senate by Senator 
Leck’s generous hand, and he has been cor- 
rupted by what is called, out of respect for 
the law of libel, the ‘‘sugar syndicate.’’ He 
and John Maxwell, A Louisiana sugar- 
planter, with whose daughter Beck is in 
love, induce him to consent to be a candi- 
date for the Presidential nomination, their 
idea being that they can defeat and so dis- 
credit him, and thus break his power to be 
of material aid to Cuba. He discovers their 
treachery, and, having declined the nomina- 
tion, seizes it out of Marion’s clutches and 
bestows it upon a supporter of his own. In 
the meantime he has won the affections of 
the sugar-planter’s daughter, and for her 
sake spares her father: but he forces Marion 
to resign from the Senate and to retire from 
public life. 

This brief and hurried sketch of the story 
of “Ambition” can convey a very meager and 
insufficient impression of the delights it 
affords as it unwinds. But it will, perhaps, 
enable the reader to guess intelligently at 
the number and quality of the opportunities 
it affords to.-Mr. Goodwin. For the most 
part that somewhat too insistent and obvi- 
ous comedian took full advantage of every 
one of them and, strange to say, remember- 
ing his David Garrick, he found the oppor- 
tunities for pathos and dignity more profit- 
able than the opportunities for their op- 
posites. If Mr. Goodwin could diminish the 
size of his smile and refrain from half-hiding 
it with his hand in mock dismay he could 
well aspire to a high place among actors not 
comic. This notwithstanding he occasion- 
ally falls into the error of ranting so as to be 
painful. The other members of the cast 
were all worthy of unstinted praise, but 
particularly favorable mention must be 
made of Annie Russell, who is gladly re- 
ceived again in her old place in favor. 

“Ambition” is not likely to give the voung 
American a pleasant idea of the manner in 
which our government is conducted, but it 
atones for its flavor of cynicism with fre- 
quent lines that stir the patriotic heart. 
“Ambition” will undoubtedly prove an en- 
during success.

COUNTY BOARD WANTS THE DECEM.- 
BER PANEL INVESTIGATED, 


State’s-Attorney Requested toe Take 
Necessary Steps Leading to Such a 
Result—He Says, However, That He 
Has No Official Information of Any 
Wrongdoing on the Part of Jurors 
and Is Disinclined to Do as Sug- 
gested—Thinks Smith All Right. 


The County Board is unanimously in favor. 


of a special grand jury to investigate the 
methods of the December grand jury—a 
creature of the board’s own making. Such 
was the purport of a resolution introduced 
by Commissioner Struckman and adopted 
yesterday by the board. Theresolution was 
as follows: 

. Whereas, Charges have been made in the public 
press that certain members of the December grand 
jury, drawn by members of the board, have used 
their positions as a means of soliciting bribes to 
prevent indictments and for other unlawful pur- 
poses; and, 

Whereas, It has also been charged/that members 
of this board are appointing blackmailers as grand 
jury men; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That Jacob J. Kern, State’s-Attorney 
of Cook County, be and is hereby requested to pro- 
cure at once the impaneling of a special grand 
jury to investigate the charges aforesaid in order 
that the guilty may be punished and suspicion re- 
moved from the innocent. 

Commissioner Struckman said he desired 
a full investigation of all the alleged wrongs 
charged against the December grand jury. 

Commissioner Allen thought the whole 
subject of grand juries should be investi- 
gated. He was willing every name he ever 
recommended Sehould be subjected to the 
closest scrutiny: All the board could do was 
to suggest, not order, the calling of the jury. 

When asked if he intended to comply with 
the request of the County Commissioners 
State’s-Attorney Kern said: ‘No, I do not. 
Why should 1? I have no official informa- 
tion to act upon in this matter. Thereisa 
lot of newspaper talk about corruption in 
the grand jury, but that is no basis for a pro- 
ceeding such as the County Commissioners 
suggest. Let those people who have knowl- 
edge of corruption come to me and place me 
in possession of their evidence, and then it 
will be time to talk about summoning a spe- 
cial grand jury. 

“To summon a special grand jury I must 
be in possession of certain facts to ascertain 
whether they come within the category of 
that particular section of the statute which 
relates to special grand juries. I haven't 
got them now. If the County Board will 
come and consult me I will tell them in fif- 
teen minutes how to proceed so as to have 
clean grand juries. Let them empower me 
to have my way in selecting grand juries and 
I will fix it so that fhere will be nothing but 
good grand juries. I sent word to them over 
two months ago and informed them unless 
they selected better men for grand juries 
there would be a scandal. 

‘The trouble is with the method.of select- 
ing jurors. There will be four or five sharp 
city men on the jury and the rest probably 
from the country, with the result that the 
former manipulate the latter much as they 
please. Good, clean men should be selected 
in the first place, and then there will be no 
trouble. 

“There is a great deal of talk about Smith, 
the foreman, but I have never seen anything 
out of the way in his conduct. He has al- 
ways obeyed the instructions sent from this 
office. The Commissioners undoubtedly 
mean well, and I would not wish to seem to 
reflect upon them in any way, for I have.a 
high regard for them, but I think they are 
talking through their hats.’’

DENIES THE MOTION TO REMAND. 


Judge Grosscup Renders Decision in 
Rock Island Case. 

Judge Grosscup in the United States Court 
yesterday handed down an opinion of con- 
siderable interest to the people of Rock 
Island in relation to the effort to compel the 
Rock Island railroad to. use its old depot. 
The suit was brought in the State Circuit 
Court on behalf of the people, and then 
transferred to the United States Circuit 
Court at Peoria. A motion to remand was 
argued before Judge Grosscup some months 
ago, and the opinion yesterday morning was 
in connection with a decision declining to 
remand. 

The Rock Island railroad had a depot at 
the foot of Twentieth street in Rock Island. 
The erection of the arsenal compelled the 
change of the bridge, and the line of way of 
the railroad company was moved a mile to 
the eastward. 

Under a decision of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois, based on the State warehouse and 
railroad laws, a ‘railroad company was ad- 
judged to stop at its original station, no mat- 
ter what the subsequent interests of the 
railroad company might be. 

Judge Grosscup held the subject came un- 
der the inter-State commerce regulation. 
But a regulation to divert a railroad’s traffic 
was not in the interests of public health and 
safety, but an unjust burden upon inter- 
State commerce, and the motion to remand 
was denied. 
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NO ELECTIONS BY GAS COMPANIES, 


Attorney-General’s Injunction Pre- 
vents Much Stock from Being Voted. 
The Chicago gas companies composing the 

trust held their statutory meetings yester- 

day for the election of directors for the en- 
suing year. ; 

But for the second time in their history 
they elected nobody—for the reason an 
election was impossible. Attorney-Gener- 
al Moloney’s injunction restraining the Fi- 
delity Insurance Trust and Safe Deposit 
company from voting the stock held by it is 
still in force, and that stock turns the scale. 
A postponement was taken for one week in 
the case of all the companies. 

The present officers and directors hold over 
just as they did last year, after apparently 
every resource of ingenuity, without going 
into court, had been exhausted to get around 
Attorney-General Moloney’s injunction.

COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS. 


‘NEW ORDINANCE TAKES METER DE- 
POSITS FROM COMPANIES. 


Will Now Go to the City — General 
Electric Franchise Passed Over the 
Mayor’s Veto—Licenses to Milk 
Dealers Considered—Reconsidera- 
tion of Grocers’ Bottled Beer Law 
Refused — Assessment on Fire In- 
surance Corporation's Receipts.

and to the City of Chicago. It is an ex- 
cellent time to adopt some different course 
respecting the passage of such ordinances 
as this, granting valuable privileges to in- 
dividuals and corporations. Some proper 
method should be adopted under which such 
grants shall be made only when clearly for 
the public benefit, and then-only to those 
who will render the highest equivalent for 
them, in compeésation or otherwise. 

“In respect to several streets of the pro- 
posed railway lines the .frontage petitions 
on their face are clearly insufficient. Af- 
fidavits. have drawn attention to fictitious 
and unauthorized signatures, and to re- 
vocations made, in some instances, before 
the petitions with the original signatures 
had been presented to the Council. All of 
these should have been taken into account. 
It is all the more important that we should 
here protect the rights of the property- 
owners in view of the present decisions of 


the courts that private property-owners can-. 


not protect themselves by law after such an 
ordinance has been passed. We are bound 
by every consideration of good faith to see 
that such an ordinance is not passed with- 
out proper petitions. 


“The insufficiency of signatures to peti-. 


tions relating’ to certain streets. leaves the 
Council without lawful power to pass this 
ordinance as to those streets. The presenta- 


tion of petitions with sufficient signatures | 


is indispensable to give jurisdiction for the 
passage of such an ordinance. It 
duty to call this lack of power to your at- 
tention. 

“The objection mentioned relates only to 
certain streets, 
one which applies to the entire ordinance. 
A State law, applicable to all street railway 
companies, provides that the consent of a 
city to construct a street railroad on its 
streets may be granted upon petition of the 
company proposing to construct such rail- 
road, but provides further that ‘No such 
consent shall be granted unless at least 
ten days’ public notice of the time and place 
of presenting such petition shall have been 
lirst given ,by publication in some hews- 
paper published in the city or county where 
such, road is to be constructed.’ 

“IT find that our Supreme Court has held 
that this requirement for a previous news- 
paper publication of such a petition must be 
complied with, that it is jurisdictional, and 
that without it a city Council cannot act. 
There is nothing to indicate in this case that 
any such publication has been made, and I 
have failed to discover any evidence of such 
publication among the papers. In the ab- 
sence of such fact this ordinance, even if 
it otherwise met my approval, could not be 
sustained and I should be bound to disre- 
gard it.

Battle Is On. 

The battle began so soon as the veto was 
read. Ald. Maltby moved to reconsider the 
vote by which the ordinance was passed, and 
the motion prevailed. The Mayor then de- 
cided the question was on the passage of the 
ordinance, affirming Ald. Powers’ position. 
Ald. Mann said: 

“I presume it is entirely unnecessary to 
discuss the merits of the question at the 
present time, but I think the Mayor has done 


‘himself and the city credit by the veto mes- 


sage he has sent in. The points made against 
the ordinance by the Mayor are ulanswer- 
able, and it seems to me the Council ought 
to pause before passing an ordinance of this 
ich courts are sure to hold invalid 
as it can be presented to them in 
r form. In all fairness and decengy, 
: » this ordinance should not be 
paSsed. I have no objection to competition 
among street railways on the South Side, but 
I would impress on you that the City of Chi- 
cago is in almost a bankrupt condition, and 
its taxation of property now will not afford 
it sufficient revenue to carry on its business. 
lt ought, accordingly, to tax these corpora- 
tions seeking franchises, so it may pro- 
cure an income ample to meet its expenses.”’ 
Compensation Clause. 

The Alderman then discussed the compen- 
sation clause of the General Electric ordi- 
nance, and said in Detroit it had been dem- 
onstrated the companies are able and will- 
ing to carry passengers for three cents each. 
He could see no reason why in Chicago they 
could not carry people for the same amount. 

They would be false to themselves and to 
their constituents, he said, if they granted 
this right of way for the paltry compensa- 
tion provided in the ordinance. : 

‘'Then,’’ continued Ald. Mann, ‘some 
method must be devised for increasing the 
city’s receipts, and the proper way is to 
compel the street car companies to pay into 
the public treasury a larger share of their 
gross receipts. This company, the moment 
it commences business—if it*ever does, and 
I do not believe it will—will pay dividends 
on its stock of from 15 to 50 per cent a year, 
and that is the reason this ordinance is being 
passed through the Council.” 

Ald. Kent said: “Some of us have fol- 
lowed this ordinance from its inception. 
We have seen it in the committee and in 
the Council. It is an absolute fraud anda 
disgrace ffom start to finish to the city. 

Ald. Coughlin’s Defense. 

Ald. Coughlin next secured the recogni- 
tion of the Chair. Hestarted out by protest- 
ing he had not intended to say a word, but 
the remarks of Ald. Kent and Ald. Judah 
had forced him to break his resolution. 

‘The senior Alderman of the Third,” he 
said, ‘‘who seems to be closely allied to the 
company, and the junior Alderman from the 
Thirty-second, who came from Yale recent- 
ly, have deemed it proper to question the mo- 
tives of those who support this ordinance, 
The Kent family is very wealthy and owns 
a majority of the stock of the Chicago City 
railway company.” 

‘That's a lie, John,’ broke in Ald. Kent. 

‘The Alderman from the Third is, perhaps, 
somewhat similarly interested in the South 
Side railway company,’’ Ald. Coughlin con- 
tinued. ““‘That is on§ of the reasons you see 
the opposition here night from these gen- 
tlemen. They are honest in their efforts to 
defeat this ordinance. Recently, when the 
City railway company asked for a trolley 
system down Wentworth avenue and in 
Clark street, did you hear any of these gen- 
tlemen ask there should be a percentage 
clause put in the ordinance? Not one of 
them. If it is fair now, why was not it put 
in then? 

“When his Honor the Mayor makes ref- 
erence to the petition for the ordinance, I will 
say the ordinance was published about four 
weeks ago, if Lrecollect right. I-would move 
the previous question. Ido not like long dis- 
cussions. I am in favor of quick decisions 
and base hits.”’ 

Previous Question Fails. 


The call for the previous question was sub- 
mitted to a viva voce vote. The Mayor de- 
elared the motion lost, and Ald. Noble zot 
the floor. 

The Aldermen, Ald. Neble said, who rose 
to support the veto were liable to two 
charges: either they were the paid attorneys 
of the Chicago City railway company or 
owned stock in the corporation. As for 
himself, he protested, he was not an attor- 
ney and he had no stock in thecompany. He 
then read extracts from the ordinance which 
was first presented to the Council, and which 
provided for an underground system, and 
said he would be in favor of that kind of an 
ordinance. He concluded by moving to re- 
fer further action on the ordinance. 

Ald, Coughlin raised the point of order the 
previous questicn was pending. 

“The question is to pass the ordinance, the 
Mayor's veto te the contrary notwithstand- 
ing,”’ the Chair ruled. 

Ald. Ballard said: “I am the only member 
of the Council who is exempt from holding 
stock in some street railroad company. 
When I came into this Council I stated that 
I came here in self-defense, and so I did. 
It_is said others here have tried to get com- 
pensation for themselves, but I have tried to 
‘get compensation for the city, and I would 
like to see something done in that direction. 

“I believe if.the company should pay 50 
per cent of their receipts to the city they 
could still make money; by paying this 
amount to the city they would still have a 
good dividend left, and for the reason that 
these provisions of the city’s revenue are 
left out I shall vote ‘no’ on the ordinance: 
but if the people want it, and there are 

votes in this Council in favor of it, 
it pass."’

PRELIMINARY WORK IN COMMITTEE 
M.D. Coffeen Gets Grant of Street Room 
for Switch Track. 

At the meeting of the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys West yvesterday afternoon an or- 
dinance was recommended to the Council 
granting to M. D. Coffeen for ten years the 
right to put down a single switch track from

FROM THE LAKES TO THE ATLANTIC. 


President Angell Talks of Deep Wa- 
terways Plans. 

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 13.—The three Com- 
missioners appointed by the last Congress to 
inquire upon behalf of the United States 
into the feasibility and probable cost of est 
tablishing a deep waterway connecting the 
great lakes with the Atlantic Ocean, held 
their first meeting here today. 

Speaking of the work of the commission, 
President Angell said: “‘At present we do 
not even know what probable route would 
be most advantageous, It is even possible 
that two such canals may be best for the 
Eastern end, one terminating at Quebec, 
the other at New York. It would not do to 
Sidetrack New York in ‘any way. The 
Canadians will probably prefer an outlet of 
their own if New York is decided upon as 
the Eastern terminus in this country. The 
project will also involve deepening the De- 
troit and Sault Rivers. Of course, every- 
thing is in embryo, and we are svarcely 
prepared to talk intelligently on the subject. 

Davenport, Ia., Jan. 13.—[{Special.)]—The 
Davenport Business-Men’s Association an- 
ticipated the action of the Western Water- 
ways convention at Vicksburg in appointing 
Jan. 14 as waterways day, by turning its 
annual meeting this evening into a water- 
ways meeting. 

Resolutions were adopted calling for the 
speedy uniting of the great lakes and the 
Mississippi by the completion of the Illinois 
and Mississippi or Hennepin canal, and urg- 
ing upon Congress at its present session the 
necessity of a liberal appropriation for the 
contirruance of the work.

WATER WAR AT DULUTH. 


MANAGER AND ENGINEER OF THE 
WATER-WORKS ARRESTED. 


One Is Charged with Manslaughter and 
the Other with Perjury—Are Hissed 
and Jeered as They Are Brought 
Into Court—Pumps Are Clogged 
with Decaying Fish, While Citizens 
Die from Fevers and Water Com- 
pany Officials Use Spring Water. 

Duluth, Minn., Jan. 13.—[{Special.]-—The 
war against the Duluth Gas and Water com- 
pany, which concern is alleged to be re- 
sponsible for the many deaths from typhoid 
fever in this city of late, was brought taa 
climax this afternoon when Manager Will- 
iam Craig and Engineer James B. Stewart 
were arrested on indictments returned by 
the grand jury. 

Craig is charged with manslaughter in the 
second degree and Stewart with perjury. 
Craig and Stewart are the men who have 
for many months past controlled the water 
works plant which has caused all the trouble. 

There was great excitement when it was 
learned that indictments had been returned 
against the men who have been supplying 
the people of Duluth with ground up fish 
and filth of all kinds instead of pure water. 
A large crowd gathered at the court-house 
to see the men arraigned. Both were jeered 
and hissed as they entered the court-room, 

Craig was arraigned on a charge of man- 
slaughter for having caused the death of 
Harry W. Smith, who died Dec. 31 of 
typhoid-fever, caused, it is alleged, by the 
criminal negligence of the defendant, act- 
ing aS general manager and superintend- 
ent of the Duluth Gas and Water company. 
by furnishing impure and unwholesome 
water to the deceased. 

Stewart was arraigned on a charge of 
perjury, for having sworn before the grand 
jury on Jan. 9 that the intake well was 
cleaned out three or four times a week reg- 
ularly; that there was never any filth in the 
well; and that the pumps had never become 
clogged with decaying fish. Both Craig 
and Stewart were greatly worried and de- 
cidedly nervous, especially as threats of rid- 
ing them out of the city on rails have been 
freely made. 

As soon as the indictments were read At- 
torney Draper appeared for the defendants 
and was given until Wednesday to plead. 
Bail was fixed by the court at $5,000 for 
Craig and $1,000 for Stewart. The bonds 
were furnished before 6 o’clock and the in- 
dicted men were set at liberty. 

The fact that Craig has for a year or so 
been getting all the water used by his family 
at a spring many miles from this city shows 
he was afraid to use the water his company 
was furnishing. It has caused widespread 
indignation against him. Since the city 
began the delivery of spring water at the 
expense of the Gas and Water company not 
one family out of a thousand in the city uses 
the company’s water.

He Refuses to Join “the Only Decent

Word from Kalamazoo is to the effect that 
the Rev. Caroline J. Bartlett of the People’s 
Chureh announced from the pulpit yesterday 
her willingness to extend to Ingersoll the 
right hand of fellowship whenever he is 
ready to join her church. 


FIVE POLICE OFFICERS DISCHARGED 
Are Accused of the Murder of Frank 
Hagen of Galesburg, Ill.

Board of Police Commissioners this evening 


discharged five of the oldest and best known * 


officers of the force for disobedience of or- 
ders and neglect of duty, causing the death 
of Frank Hagen of Galesburg, IJl.; who was 
shot and instantly killed by one of the offi- 
cers. The grand jury has the matter in 
hand, and indictments’are expected. Hagen 
was an inoffensive young man whom the of- 
ficers mistook for a thief and shot down 
without attempting to capture him.

SANTA FE’S CALIFORNIA LIMITED IS 
AS FAST AS EVER. 


Agreement Between Chicago-Kansas 
City Managers Will Have No Effect 
on the Time Made by the Transcon- 
tinental Flyer—Time to Kansas 
City, However, Will Be Longer — 
New Orleans Getting All Our Corn 
Shipments—Other Ratlway News. 

Officials of the Atahison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railroad deny emphatically that 
the agreement made by the General Mana- 
gers of the Chicago-Kansas City lines last 
riday lengthening the time between the 
two cities by the fastest trains to 15% hours 
will have any effect on the time now made 
by their California Limited train. While, 
under the new agreement with the other 
roads, they say, it will: take the train 45 
minutes longer to make the time between 
Chicago and Kansas City than heretofore, 
this loss can be made good west of the Mis- 
souri River. 

In view of the strong competition for the 
California passenger business by the South- 
ern Pacific and the Union Pacific-North- 
western lines, both of which are running fast 
trains to California, the Santa Fé finds it 
necessary to continue the fast service, espe- 
clally as the travel to California at present 
is unusually large. 

The action of lengthening the already com- 
paratively slow time between Chicago and 
Kansas City is explained by the Atchison 
people as follows: Some of the roads were 
unable'to make the run in Quicker time than 
15% hours, and others which could have met 
the time made by the Santa Fé train were 
disinclined to do so. These roads alleged 
they would be compelled to get even by mak- 
ing lower rates, and, not wishing to createa 
rate disturbance and thereby seriously af- 
fect the revenues of the roads, the Santa Fé 
agreed to make the same time as was made 
by the other roads and run the same num- 
bad of trains between Chicago and Kansas 

y. 

Other changes in the Santa Fé train serv- 
ice may be made, as it is the intention of the 
new management to reduce train mileage 
wherever it can be done without impairing 
the efficiency of the service.

PASSENGER WAR INAUGURATED. 
Rates Cut from Colorado Points to Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, and Other Points. 

So serious has the Western passenger rate 
situation become that a collapse of the new 
Western Passenger Association is threat- 
ened. Much of the trouble is due to the un- 
compromising attitude assumed by the Rio 
Grande Western road, but the Union Pa- 
cific Denver and Gulf is also doing its best 
to add to the general demoralization. The 
latter yesterday carried the wdr begun in 
Colorado a few days ago as far east as Chi- 
cago. On tickets from Colorado Springs to 
Chicago a’ cut of $5 is made; to St. Louis $3 
is taken off, and to the Missouri River $2.50. 
These tickets are sold by scalpers over the 
Gulf road’s Julesburg line and the Union Pa- 
cific. The latter has been requested not to 
honor the tickets, and it is believed it will 
issue orders to that effect. Energetic meéeas- 
ures will at once be taken by the Western 
roads against both the Rio Grande Western 
and the Denver and Gulf roads so as to pre- 
vent further demoralization east of Colora- 
do.

ADVOCATE THE FREE SILVER LUNACY 


Morgan and Pugh, Two Alabama Sen- 
ators Who Misrepresent Their State. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—{[New York 
Sun.]—The two alleged Democrats in the 
United States Senate from Alabama who by 
advocating free silver are betraying the in- 
terests of ‘the voters of their State are John 
T. Morgan and James L. Pugh. Morgan’s 
present term expires on March 3, 1901, and 
Pugh is certainly, in the estimation of sound 
money Alabamans, to be retired for a sound 
money Democrat on March 3, 1897. Pugh 
has been in the Senate since 1880,and Morgan 
made his entrance to that body in 15877. 
They are two old-timers. Morgan was a 
Presidential Elector for his State in 1860, 
and Pugh was 4 Presidential Elector for 
Gen. Taylor in 1848, for Mr. Buchanan in 
1856, and for Mr. Tilden in 1876. Whatever 
Mr. Morgan and Mr. Pugh were in their 
palmy days as legislators, they are now 
known to their colleagues as ‘‘has beens.”’ 
This comment does not by any means have 
to do with their ages (Morgan being 70 
and Pugh 75), for they are physically hale 
and well-preserved men. In calling the at- 
tention of the Democrats of the United 
States to the attitude assumed by Mr. Mor- 
gan and Mr. Pugh, contrary to the expressed 
wishes of their constituents, there is every 
desire to speak of them respectfully and with 
recollections of their past services to the 
Democratic party. But that they are wiil- 
fully wrong in their free silver notions itiis 
only necessary to point to the money plank 
of the last Democratic State convention of 
Alabama, held at Montgomery on May 22 
and 23, 1894. The convention then declared: 

‘The Democracy of Alabama, in conven- 
tion assembled, affirm the principles of the 
Democratic party as declared in the plat- 
form adopted at Chicago in 182.” 

It is only necessary to point so the money 
plank adopted at Chicago in 1802 to convince 
even those who believe that Mr. Morgan and 
Mr. Pugh should nt be criticised, that these 
two Senators are betraying the industrial 
and commercial interests committed to their 
keeping. That plank says: 

“We hold to the use of both gold and silver 
as the standard money of the country, and 
to the coinage of both gold and silver without 
discriminating against efther metal or 
charge of mintage, but the dollar unit of 
coinage of both metals must be of equal in- 
trinsic and exchangeable value, or be ad- 
justed through international agreement or 
by such safeguards of legislation as shall 
insure the maintenance of the parity of the 
two mefals and the equal power of every 
dollar at all times in the markets and in 
the payment of debts, and we demand that 
all paper currency shall be kept at par with 
and redeemablein such coin. Weinsist upon 
this policy as especially necessary for the 
protection of the farmers and laboring 
classes, the first and most defenseless vic- 
tims of unstable money and a fluctuating 
currency.”’ 

But Mr. Morgan and Mr. Pugh fall back for 
a defense of their conduct upon this little 
plank which was inserted at the State con- 
vention in Montgomery: 

“While there are differences of opinion 
among us in matters of detail, weall believe 
in the free coinage of silver whenever it can 
be done consistently with the maintenance 
of a sound and safe currency.”’ 

Senator Morgan is a stydious man, He 
has been Chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. He was a member of the 

3ering Sea Commission. His warmest 
friends say that in view of his long exper!l- 
ence and wide knowledge he should not hum- 
bug himself or attempt to humbug others by 
referring to the latter plank as a defense of 
his attitude in favor of free silver. Putting 
off the free coinage of silver until “it can be 
done consistently with the maintenance of 
a sound and safe currency” would put it off 
until the millennium. The true Democratic 
sentiment in Alabama was expressed in sus- 
taining the money plank at Chicago in 192. 
The ‘“‘millennium plank” was introduced as 
a subterfuge, for political reasons and none 
other. Mr. Morgan and Mr. Pugh perfectly 
understand this statement to be true. 

It is now said that Representative Clark 
of the Mobile district, a sound money man 
to the core, will sueceed Mr. Pugh in the 
United States Senate. It crn be sald on the 
highest and most conservative authority 
that the business-men of Mobile, Birming- 
ham, and other great industrial and com- 
mercial centers of the State object most se- 
riously to the free silver notions of Morgan 
and Pugh. These two Senators have re- 
ceived letters containing the most stinging 
rebukes, and yet they continue, like other 
less worthy Senators, to misrepresent the 
financial views of their constituents...

MAKES THE GOULD TAX $600,000. 


Appraiser Boardman’s Report—Count- 
ess de Castellane’s Legacy Estimat- 
ed at $9,712,218, 

New York Journal, Jan. 11: Basing his ac- 
tion upon Appraiser David McClure’s report, 
recently submitted, Surrogate Fitzgerald 
signed an order yesterday fixing the tax 
that is to be placed upon the legacies to the 
heirs of the late Jay Gould. 

Mr. McClure appraised the net value of 
Jay Gould’s estate at $73,615,473. Thus, 
after having been at law nearly three years, 
New York State will levy a tax of $600,000 
upon the Gould estate, and the curious will 
now have a chance to learn just how much 
money the great financier left. 

The Gould heirs deposited in the State 
Treasury when they went to law over the 
tax question exactly $600,000, so that they 
should not be compelled to pay interest for 
the years they believed the matter would 
be in litigation. . 

Surrogate Fitzgerald imposed upon each 
of Jay Gould’s brothers and sisters collat- 
eral inheritance taxes as set forth in the 
accompanying table. Each of these persons 
receives a life annuity of $2,000, besides 
other bequests—namely:

BOARD OF TRADE PLANS. 


POLICY FOR THE YEAR OUTLINED AT 
THE ANNUAL MEETING, 


President Baker's Address Bears on 
Grain Elevator Proprietors and 
Backet-Shop Offenders, buat Omits 
Reference to PaHvilege Trading— 
Resolutions Bearing on Financial 
Relief—Report of the Directors— 
Receipts and Expenditures. 

The policy of the Board of Trade, under 
a continuance of the adminisiration of Will- 
iam T. Baker, was outlined yesterday af- 
ternoon, at the annual meeting, in no uncer- 
tain colurs. . 

In his address President Baker paid his 
respects to the grain clevator proprietors 
and bucket shop offenders. No reference 
was made to privilege trading, an omission 
which was the occasion of some comment 
among the people, who recall the conspic- 
uous planks in the reform platform a year 
ago. The following is from the address: 

“Your Board Directors during the last 
year has been united in the purpose to sup- 
press bucket sheps and bucket shopping, 
and distinct progress has been made. It is 
beginning to dawn upon the comprehension 
of the public that the people connected 
with bucket shops are thieves and swindlers, 
and the man who is guilty of bucket shop 
practices can no longer shield himself un- 
der a cloak of respectability. No effort will 
be spared to eradicate this evil. Member- 
ship in this board will not shield any one, if 
found guilty. 

Elevator Question, 

“While something has been accomplished 
toward improving the status of the elevator 
question, thereismuch remaining to be done, 
The recent court decision did not touch the 
merits of our cases, which will be pressed 
with such vigor as your directors are capa- 
ble of, and an early decision is hoped for. 
There is some misapprehension apparent 
outside this board as to the relation of ele- 
vator companies to the general business of 
the city. They claim to be public benefac- 
tors in that they bring grain in large 
amounts to this city that would otherwise 
go elsewhere. They cannot bring grain here 
not naturally tributary to us, except on cut 
rates of freight denied the general public 
and forbidden by law.”’ 

H. W. Rogers presented resolutions in line 
with the plan for financial relief suggested, 
which were adopted by the meeting. The 
resolutions will be sent to the President of 
the Senate, Speaker of the House, and Con- 
gressmen from the State. 

The report of the Board of Directors was 
in substance as follows: : 

“The directory is more than ever con- 
vinced of the insidious, pernicious, under- 
mining, and absolutely demoralizing influ- 
ence of bucket-shops and bucket-shop meth- 
ods. A special committee was appointed to 
conduct such investigations as would tend 
to stamp out this so-called business, which 
is without a single commercial feature and 
is a standing insult, to merchants in all de- 
partments of trade. 


Required of Members. 

“Every applicant for membership has been 
given a thorough examination, not only re- 
garding his present standing, but his pre- 
vious record, and there has been required 
fromeachapplicant an agreement under oath : 
that he will not under any circumstances, 
either directly or indirectly, engage in or be 
in any way associated with bucket-shop 
business, nor aid or abet in any way any 
violation of the bucket-shop law of the State 
of Illinois. 

“It is against sound public policy that a 
public custodian of grain, upon whom is con- 
ferred special privileges by the State for the 
single purpose of serving the people upon 
equa! terms, should be a dealer in grain; that 
the impartial discharge of duties appertain- 
ing to a public custodian of property is im- 
possible when private and personal] interests 
of such custodian are involved therein. It 
was never the intention of the people, nor of 
the Legislature of the State of Illinois, that 
any person upon whom is conferred public 
and special privileges should be allowed to 
use such privileges for his private gain or 
advantage.”’ 

The report of the Board of Directors showed 
receipts for the year were $330,059 and ex- 
penditures $295,747. The ordinary running 
expenses were $17,000 less than in 1894 and 
extraordinary expenses for repairs and im- 
provements $76,000. The assessment per 
capita for the ensuing year is $65, against 
$100 the previous year,

AGREE TO RAISE TRACKS. 


SETTLE ON THREE-FOOT ELEVATION 
AT SIXTEENTH STREET. 


Representatives of the Grade Cross- 
ing Rouds Hold a Conference with 
the Mayor-—According te the Plan 
Clark Street Will Be Depressed to 
a Depth of Ten Feet a Distance of 
7OU Feet—Alley “L” to Be Raised— 
The Scheme. 


Plans for abolishing the Re ERS at 
Clark and Sixteenth streets have finally been 
worked out. They were submitted to Mayor 
Swift yesterday, and provide for track eleva- 
tion to a height of three feet, with a subway 
in Clark street 700 feet long. The Westcrn 
Indiana and its tenant companies, the 
Santa Fé, St. Charles Air Line, Lake Shore, 
Rock Island, Alton, Nickel Plate, and North- 
ern Pacific, are interested. At the confer- 
ence with Mayor Swift representatives and 
the engineers of all these corporations were 
present. 
drawing of the scheme, showing the pro- 
posed elevation of the net work of tracks 
where they intersect and cross one another 
all through the territory at Clark and Six: 
teenth streets, as well as between there and 
the river. 

An elevation of three feet above the sur- 
face will require the dépression of Clark 
street to a depth of ten feet, thus giving the 
subway thirteen feet in the clear. In order 
to get this, with a descent at each 
end of one foot to* every thirty-five 
feet, it will be necessary to starg 
the depression north of Fifteenth street 
and come to grade on the south sfi@e be- 
tween Sixteenth and Seventeenth streets, 
Lecause of the necessity of starting their ele- 
vation north of Fifteenth street to makea 
connection with that portion of their right 
of way already raised, 
Rock Island roads will also build a subway in 
Kighteenth street, where the tracks will be 
only nine feet above grade. The St. Charles 
Air Line will continue its elevation across the 
river, thus necessitating the construction of 
a new bridge. To strike the three-foot grade 
of the Western Indiana east of Clark street 
the Air Line will have to start its incline 
east of State street, which will require State 
street to be depressed at least one foot. The 
Alley ‘‘L”’ will also have to raise its structure 
at the crossing of the Air Line. 

When the @onference opened President 
Thomas urged the adoption of Mayor Swift's 
criginal plan for a long viaduct in Clark 
street, but could not get it considered, The 
companies in interest are to prepare an ordl- 
nance setting forth the details and will have 
it ready for the Mayor’s examination in ten 
days. As soon as the ordinance is passed by 
the Council work will be begun. 

The Mayor was greatly pleased over his 
apparently satisfactory solution of the prob- 
jem, and said it was the first important move 
towards a speedy elevation of all the rail- 
roads in Chicago.

MILK ORDINANCE IS NOT PRESENTED 


District—Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth 


Sunday Delivery Prohibition Law 
Hangs Fire in the Council. 

No attempt was made in the City Council 
last night to introduce the ordinance which 
wholesale milk dealers say is in some Alder- 
man’s pocket prohibiting the delivery of 
milk on Sunday. Noreason could be learned 
for its hanging fire. Milk dealers met at 
Kinsley’s yesterday afternoon to take meas- 
ures to combat the passage of the ordinance. 
With one exception the representatives of 
the different firms present were opposed to 
it. Dr. Charles Peck said it Was a necessity 
to deliver milk on Sunday. Public health 
demanded fresh milk, and if milk had to be 
saved up for Saturday delivery it could not 
reusonably be fresh. It disarranged the es- 
tablished customs and arrangements of 
years in the trade and would cause endless 
trouble to country dealers. A. H. Wright 
thought the ordinance a booedle scheme. 

The sentiment of the meeting seemed to 
be unanimous until Mr. Atkinson, who isa 
West Side milkman, addressed the Chalir. 
He said: “For the information of the men 
present I will say the time for the prohibit- 
ing of the saleis five months,from Oct. 
Every milkman in Chicago 
has his milk for Sunday delivery on Satur- 
It is from twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours old when. delivered ‘on Sunday, and 
customers can keep it as well as dealers can. 
It is not fresh milk they get on Sunday; it 
is simply fresh from the dealer.”’ 

Several other dealers spoke on the ques- 
tion, and a committee was appointed anda 
protest drawn up against the passage of 
the ordinance 

Chairman Kee then contradicted the as- 
sertions of Mr. Atkinson as to the age of the 
milk sold on Sunday. He said he didn’t 
want the idea given out milk three or four 
days old was being sold. Mr. Atkinson at 
once interposed, saying his assertion was 
milk was from twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours old which was sold, and that the 
Chairman and others present knewit. This 
was not contradicted.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Insurance Superintendent Anthony of Kansas is 
out with another explanatory letter, copies of 
which have been received by most of the insurance 
managers in Chicago. Unlike the first letter, the 
one received yesterday is full of reference to Mr. 
Anthony’s good will to the companies and his sor- 
row their action should be such as it has been. 
His particular source of vexation is that the Kan- 
sas field men held a meeting recently in Mis- 
souril, when it was determined to increase the rates 
in certain of the Kansas cities and towns. The 
assumption is drawn by recipients of his letter 
that his information to this effect was derived from 
Kansas newspapers containing reports of the meet- 
ing held in Missouri. One manager said: 

‘‘Even if it should. be the destre of the fleld men 
to raise rates in retaliation for the recent law, 
they have no authority to do so, Their power in 
that respect amounts to nothing and It Is evident 
Mr. Anthony must have been misinformed.”’ 

Mr. Anthony speaks of his endeavor to retain the 
good will of the companies and regrets their repre- 
sentatives take so decided a stand against his 
course in compelling the obeying of the firemen’s 
pension fund act. 

Some of the correspondence carried on between 
Mr. Anthony and the officers of the Agricultural, 
which withdrew from the State, has come to light. 
Mr. Anthony says: ‘‘Allow me to express regret 
a controlling sense of officia]) duty and a para- 
mount public obligation have forced an issue with 
this result, if, as claimed, it follows my action in 
the execution of laws confided to my administra- 
tion. For such action I have neither explanation 
nor apology to offer, but have an abiding conviction 
you will come to believe my motives correct and 
my methods justified later, and that insurance 
companies will find a protector and defender in 
all that is right in my administration.’’ 

Mr. Anthony calls attention to the penalty of 
$300 for noncompliance for each beneficiary city. 
His ultimatum is: ‘‘Your refusal to make returns 
or pay will be followed by a suit in the interest of 
each of the cities, and will involve an adjudica- 
tion of the constitutionality of the law, if you so

The letter of the Agricultural in reply sets forth 
the various objections it has and recommenda- 
tions as to alterations in the law, so as to make It 
less objectionable to the companies.
